FRUIT TREE GRAFTING 


Interesting 
Subject 
Presented 
at 


Fruit Growers* Meeting. 


Samuel B. Amos, Bedford's well- 


known nurseryman, prepared the fol- 
lowing address and presented a copy 
of it to each of those attending the 
Fruit Growers' Convention, which 
was held in the Court House Decem- 
ber 8 and 9: 


"Cleft grafting is the changing of 


-the fruit of that tree to some better 
variety. Every orchard of any size 
has some trees that do not bear de- 
sirable fruit; such trees are a nui- 
sance to the orchard. 
A worthless 


tree requires the same space of 
ground to grow on that a good tree 
does. 
Wild apple trees, or natural 


seedlings, often grow up along old 
fences of a healthy, strong growth. 
•They should be pruned up and taken 
care of, for some of them make the 
very best of trees as they have the tap 
,root which is very essential to anj 
tree. 


"To graft a tree, first look youi 


tree over and see what limbs ought to 
be grafted. 
Then with a clean, sharp 


saw remove the end ot the limb to be 
grafted at a point where the stub will 
not be over one and a half to two 
inches in diameter. 
Pare the end »f 


the stub with a sharp knife. 
Place 


the grafting knife over the center of 
the stub and drive it down with a 
mallet, splitting the end of the limb 
into two parts through the middle. 
Remove the knife and drive the 
Jivedge part into the split stub, so 
that the gelou eaa be placed therein, 
Select a scion of suitable size, make a 
double wedge-shaped cut on the lower 
end of it. The side of the graft that 
i§ to go next to the heart of the stub 
'should be cut much thinner than the 
other side. 
When the grafts are 


properly set remove the wedge when 
the split in the stub will close, hold- 
ing the scion firmly in place. All ex- 
posed surfaces should be well cover- 
ed with grafting wax to prevent evap- 
oration. I prefer setting two grafts 
to a stub; if they both grow, and not 
wanted, cut the weakest one out. 
I "Some authorities advise grafting 
•only one-half or two-thirds of the 
tree the first season. I prefer to graft 
ail that la necessary to go on the first 
grafting and be done with it. Cut all 
Other limbs off, except a few small 
limbs on each stub to draw the sap. 
After the grafts get a good start, say 
six inches or more, then cut off ever\ 
limb not grafted. Remove all sprouts 
that appear from time to time. This 
throws all the strength of the tree in- 
to the grafts, giving a growth from 
three to five feet the first season. The 
most successful way to keep scions is 
to pack them in damp white pine saw- 
dust. The scions will keep in good 
condition as long as needed as white 
pine sawdust never heats 


"A great many inexperience graft- 


ers make a great mistake in placing 
too small a graft in a large stub. 
When the wedge is removed the split 
closes, and the pressure is so great 
that it almost cuts the grafts off 
When this is the case the sap cannot 
flow into the grafts and they are sure 
•not to grow. 
The setting of the 


grafts properly are not all of the es- 
sential points in grafting. 
The wax- 


ing is one of the most important 
parts."

The really up-to-date Santa Glaus 


is' the rural free delivery letter car- 
rier. He it is who brings Christmas 
presents to the farmers and their 
children all over the country. One 
can easily imagine with what eager- 
ness and delight the young folks look 
forward to his coming on the great 
holiday of the year. 


On all other holidays the delivery 


service in rural districts is suspend- 
ed, but on Christmas Day, by special 
order of the Postofflce Department, 
the carrier is obliged to make his 
customary 
round, 
visiting 
every 


dwelling on his route. As may well 
be supposed, his wagon is filled to 
overflowing with parcels containing 
gifts. It is a mighty day's work for 
him, and he may grumble a bit about 
it, but all the same he enjoys playing 
Santa Claus. Very pleasant it is to 
distribute the welcome bundles and 
see so many happy, smiling faces. 


Farmsteads are commonly located 


at some distance from the main road 
along which the carrier passes, and 
so it often happens that the carrier 
instead of stopping at a house merely 
pauses to deposit the mail at a bix 
conveniently placed by the roadside. 
There may, indeed, be a dozen or 
more such boxes at a crossroad, rep- 
resenting as many different house- 
holds. 
But on Christmas Day the 


children (whose business it is ordi- 
narily to collect the mail from the 
boxes) are sure to be on hand and 
waiting for the packages they so con- 
fidently expect. 


It is lots of fun. The carrier, too, 


is not himself forgotten on this holi- 
day -occasion. Nearly everybody re- 
members him in some agreeable and 
substantial manner.

used to be. In former days he was 
obliged, in order to collect any pres- 
ents that might be coming, to hitch 
up and travel to town, making a spe- 
cial trip for the purpose. 


Undeniably the free delivery mail 


service has done an immense deal to 
put the farmer in touch with the out- 
side world. It has greatly augment- 
ed the number of his friends, bring- 
ing his more distant neighbors into 
closer relations with himself and 
family. 
In 
consequence 
there is 


more social life in the rural districts, 
and the change is felt to more than 
an ordinary 
extent at 
Christmas 


time, when people's hearts naturally 
tend to expand with the cheerful and 
kindly feelings appropriate to the 
season. Agricultural folks exchange 
gifts at Yuletide nowadays in a way 
they never used to do. 


Now and then one sees a Santa 


Claus in petticoats on a rural route. 
There are a number of women car- 
riers in the service, and the work 
they do is usually very satisfactory to 
the government. Many mining camps 
nowadays are covered by the free de- 
livery service, being regarded as en- 
titled to it under the law, as nonur- 
ban communities, and in parts of the 
West the mails for such camps are 
handled by Indians. 


Especially at the Christmas season 


there are often many hardships to be 
endured by the rural carriers, who, 
on occasion, would be unable to cov- 
er their routes after heavy snow- 
storms were it not that the farmers 
willingly turn out to open the roads, 
in order that they may not be de- 
prived even temporarily of postal 
communication 
with 
the 
outside 
world.

World's Greatest Holiday Has Often 


Been Reddened by Blood. 


Christmas, which should be and 


usually is the merriest day of all the 
year, has sometimes been reddened by 
bloodshed and blackened by tragedy. 


One of the most barbarous of the 


persecutions against the Christians 
was begun by Diocletian on Christ- 
mas day, A. D. 303, when a church 
in Nicodemia, filled with Christians, 
was ordered by him to be set on fire. 
Every way of egress was barredg and 
not a single worshipper escaped "the 
flames. 


Yuletide in 1066 was a melancholy- 


time in England, which nevertheless 
always celebrated it with the utmost 
eagerness, for Harold, the last of the 
Saxons, had fallen before the Norman 
conqueror, and on December 25 of 
that year William the Conqueror was 
crowned in Westminster Abbey. The 
occasion was signalized by the s,la.ughu 
ter of a huge crowd of AngJq-Sa^oas 
outside of the church through a mis^ 
taken idea thtvt they had risen in re* 
volt 


Exactly two years later there was* 


an uprising of the malcontents in the 
northern counties who hoped to throw 
off the Norman yoke. William march- 
ed m person against the rebels and 
directed ,a universal slaughter. 
His 


men surprised several garrisons and 
put them to the sword. Neither age 
nor sex was spared, and every house 
in the disaffected regions was razed to 
the ground. It is said that over 100^- 
000 men, women and children perish- 
ed on December 25, 1068. 


It was on Christmas day in the year 


1170 that Thomas Becket, the great- 
est English cleric of his day, ascend- 
ed the cathedral pulpit at Canter- 
bury and preached what may be call- 
ed his own funeral sermon. 
The 


words he made use of so angered 
Henry II that he let fall those fatal 
words: 
"If anybody loved me he 


would 
rid 
me of this turbulent 


priest." 


Four knights took him at his 


word, and on December 29 they slew 
he prelate before the altar of St. 
Benedict in the northern transept of 
Canterbury cathedral. 


On December 25, 1384, John Wy- 


cliffe died as he was about to preach 
his Christmas sermon. 


One of the saddest Christmases 


known in London was that of the year 
1663. The great plague had stricken 
the city, and the people were dying at 
the rate of 1,000 a day.

Inorganic,

Arts 
kinds 
necessarily 
matter, 
therefore we have three kind? of arf. 
The more complex matter is the more 
you can do with it, and the more use- 
ful the art. 


The three kinds of art are, there- 
fore (1) Physical Arts ,(2) Vital 
Arts, (3) Social Arts. The lowest of 
these are the physical arts. 
The 


lowest arts are the handicrafts, such 
as manufactures. 
The word manu- 
factures is the wrong word. Manu- 
facture originally meant to make by 
hand. 
Machineafacture is a better 
word and is being used widely. We 
practically owe our existence to these 
arts. 


Next are the arts that deal with 
living things. The lowest of these is 
the plant. 
Farming is an art. 
The 


farmer is an artist and should be one 
of the highest kind. Farming is not 
really planting corn, beans, wheat, 
etc., but bringing into 
existence 


kinds that are not in 
existence. 
Luther Burbank and Fultz are art- 
ists. 
Farming and horticulture are 


of slight difference, yet the horticul- 
turist can bring into existence won- 
iers. Burbank has brought into ex- 
istence a spineless cactus. 
This 
form is edible both by man and 
beast. 


Animal life is the next art. 
The 
sreeder and fancier have shown us 
some of the possibilities of this art. 
The usefulness of this art will eventu- 
ally be beyond conception'."

Educational Forces, Dr. Howerth. 
Dr. Howerth reviewed his talk of this 
forenoon and further said that one of 
the most inspiring thoughts is the 
work done by teachers throughout 
the country. 
The labor problem is 
the problem of lifting the productive 
art, of giving it more intelligence, 
and of placing it among the fine arts. 
The characteristic of the true artist 
is that he delights himself more by 
delighting those around him. 
Teach- 
ers who are artists will get the same 
delight from their work. If we fail 
in teaching it is not the art's fault 
but the fault lies in ourselves. 
The lowest form of matter is pas- 
sive. 
Mechanic arts deal with this 
low form of matter. There is abso- 
lutely no difference between the ar- 
tist and the artisan. 
The sculptor 
takes delight in what he cuts from 
stone, Stone is passive. The artisan 
takes delight in what he carves out 
of wood. Wood is passive. 


Suppose we had four or five artists 
and each told about his art. The 
first says he has in mind a conception 
of magnitude and beauty. 
All the 
satisfaction .belongs to him. He says 
I desire to share this delight with 
others. So he cut a most beautiful 
figure from stone. The second says 
tie conceives something most beauti- 
ful and majestic in his mind. 
All 
this satisfaction belongs to him alone. 
He desires to share this delight with 
others. So he paints a picture. 
The horticulturist has been study- 
ing plants. 
He knows the laws of 
plant development. 
He selects and 
plants, selects and plants again and 
again and eventually produces the 
identical flower produced on canvas. 
This flower has fragrance and per- 
fume, and delights all. Which in 
your mind is the true artist, the 
painter or the horticulturist? 
Another, a literary artist, desires 


to share what he conceives in his 
mind with others. 
So he writes 
a book in which live men of marvel- 
ous beauty over whom we laugh and. 
weep. 
Another artist, a teacher, has a 
conception in his mind. He desires 
to share this delight with others. He 
teaches the child, which is not pas- 
sive but plastic. 
This is a concep- 
tion of marvelous beauty and form. 
The teacher artist finds the same sat- 
isfaction of beauty and intelligence 
in her produce as'the other artists 
did. The product is the ideal type of 
woman and man. 
Which of all the 


foregoing artists is the most import- 
ant?? 


The child life is molded by the 
skill and intelligence of the teacher. 
Stone and paint will crumble to dust, 
the child will endure as long as eter- 
nity. 
In the ranking of these arts 
education is not the highest art. The 
modification or management of an 
institution is a higher art. Here 
more than one person must be dealt 
with. Bringing up a family is a high- 
er art. 
The highest conceivable art 
is the conception of what humanity 
ought to be. And the greatest artist 
is the one who sets to work and 
brings humanity within this concep- 
tion.

He considered the greatest human 
force to lie in the power of a king. 
The greatest of his gods he called 
Zeus, the greatest of the cfueens Juno. 
The greatest force of water he called 
Neptune; Destiny of War he called 
Mars; the force of the chase, Diana; 
that of the ground, Ceres; Unit of 
Civilization, Vesta; that of the sun, 
Apollo, messenger of the gods, Mer- 
cury; beauty and love, Venus; wis- 
dom, Pallas; forger of thunderbolts, 
Vulcan.

Development of initiation. Not all 
children possess initiative. This must 
be developed.

If you can solve the prob- 
lem of interest it is an easy matter to 
secure control of boys and girls. 
Usually in such a case discipline 
takes care of itself. Discover the spe- 
cial aptitude and develop that.

•One of the miracles of modern times 
is the fact that the deaf, dumb'and 
mute may learn to speak*, The same 
thing that changed Helen Keller 
from child to woman is the same 
force that works in a normal boy or 
girl. Is there any resemblance be- 
tween education and the other arts? 
The teacher is the artist, the ciuld is 
the raw material. 
Resemblance be- 
tween the teacher and sculptor is 
quite obvious. 
When classification 
is made some resemblance must exist. 
Some fundamental characteristic ex- 
ists. There is a striking resemblance 
between the art 
of farming and 
teaching, x arming consists in chang- 
ing conditions of plant. 
That of 
teaching changing condition of the 
child. 


All mechanical arts are attempts 


of men to control a force of nature. 
In this all arts have a common char- 
acteristic. 
The art of education is 
the art of controlling a natural force. 
No principle of education is remote 
from practice.

Everything on the surface 
of the earth is constantly changing. 
The universe constantly changes 
Constant changes take place m man

The Greatest Worth in Education, 


Dr. Howerth. The natural desires of 
the child are not evil. They become 
evil only if they are uncontrolled.

Read and studied everything 
excepting his text books to such an 
extent that he was rusticated but was 
allowed to graduate with his class, 
though not permitted to read his 
poem. Lowell met Maria White, be- 
came engaged to her and married her 
in 1844. She herself was a poet of 
delicate power, and brought into his 
life an intelligent sympathy with his 
work; it was her strong moral enthu- 
siasm which kindled his spirit and 
gave direction to a character that was 
ready to respond. The Present Crisis 
has its setting in the annexation of 
Texas. 


Once to every man and nation comes 
the moment to decide, 


In the strife of Truth with Falsehood, 
for the good or evil side; 


Some great cause. 
God's new Mes-

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Luke ii, 6-20. 


Memory Verses, 13, 14—Golden Text, 
Luke U, 11—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
As the review suggested for today 


Is •wholly concerning some events In 
the last week of His earthly sojourn, 
His death and His resurrection, we 
caimot do better than 'to take the 
Christmas lesson suggested, as He 
was made of a woman, made under 
the law, to redeem them that were 
under the law (Gal. iv, 4, 5). This 
was all in the fullness of time, and 
when another fullness of time shall 
have come He will come again to ful- 
fill all that is written of His kingdom 
and glory as literally as at His first 
coming He fulfilled all that was writ- 
ten of His humiliation. All nations 
will be moved as far as need be to 
bring about the events connected with 
His return, as at the first Caesar was 
moved, he knew not why, to decree 
that all the world should be enrolled. 
A Jewish decree would require only 
the men to go (Ex. xxiil, 17), but it Is 
evident that the Roman decree re- 
quired women as well as men. Had 
He been- put to death by the Jews it 
would have been by stoning, but the 
rprediction required crucifixion (Ps. 
:xs3i, 16), and the Romans were in 
:power at His death as well as at His 
'birth, that all Scripture might be ful- 
ifiled. Dr. Plerson says that "all his- 
tory is His story," and'itmust be true 
that all events In all nations are work- 
Ing out the eternal purpose which has 
5>een purposed, in Christ Jesus. 


'Doubtless many a Jewish woman 


•coveted to be the one of whom Isa. 
"vil, 14, spake, but it was reserved for 
this humble maiden of Nazareth to be 
.thus honored: It had to be some one 
/of 'the tribe of Judah,. and the birth 
liad to be in Bethlehem (Gen. xlix, 10; 
Hie. v, 2). This had been decreed cen- 
turies before—yea, before the world 
was. So they came to Bethlehem, to 
-the same city to which Ruth came 
with Naomi and where David after- 
ward kept his father's sheep. But the 
giiest chamber was not ready; there 
was no room for them in the inn. 
These words "inn" and "guest cham- 
ber" (verse 7 and xxii, 11) are the 
same words and, I think, used only hi 
these two places. (Look it up. I have 
no Greek concordance at hand.) Can 
you truly say "There is room in my 
heart, Lord Jesus, room for Thee?" 


ITrom the story of Hagar in Gen. svl 


all the way to Rev. xxii, 16, how fas- 
cinating is the record of heavenly min- 
istry by those who hearken unto the 
voice of His word and do His pleasure 
(Ps. ciii, 20-21). How comforting the 
assurance of Heb. i, 14. that they are 
still ministering to us and have con- 
stant access to our Father in heaven 
(Matt, xviii, 10). In our last lesson, 
•on his resurrection, I noticed (but, I 
think, did not write it) that He did not 
show Himself alike to the chief priests 
find to,Pilate, but only to His own fol- 
lowers, who. as a rule, were the lowly 
ones of earth. 
So here the angels 


•come, not to any great ones of earth, 
tout to those who as to their occupation, 
followed in the steps of Abel, Jacob, 
Moses, David and others. I often think 
•of Zeph. iii, 12, "I will also leave in the 
midst of thee an afflicted and poor peo- 
ple, and they shall trust in the name 
'of the Lord," and also of Matt, v, 3, 
•"Blessed are the poor in spirit, for 
theirs Is the kingdom of heaven." 
How precious are the "fear nots" of 
angels and of the Lord from Genesis 
to. Revelation! But they are only 
•-precious as we appropriate them and 
in them hear His voice to us individ- 
ually. Does the saying "good tidings 
of'great joy" still hold good? If so1, 
where are the joyful people who re-I 
joice with joy unspeakable and live to ! 
make the tidings known to all people. 


Then hear the multitude of the heav- 


enly host as they praise God and say, '

IN THE AGE OF THE CAVE MEN 


second Letter of the Puye Cliff Dwell- 


ers and Their Forgotten Past— 


A Great Human Beehive. 


(By M. J. Brown, Editor Little Val- 


ley, N. Y., Hub.) 


With this letter I will conclude the 


cliff dweller descriptions, and then to 
other places, and some of the places, 
people and things to come I think you 
will find equally interesting. 


About in the center of this long 


cliff is a stone stairway, with a kiva 
at the foot. 
Arid I must tell you of 


the kiva before we go up. 


The best description of it would be 


one of our cess pools—a well per- 
haps ten feet across and twenty feet 
deep. The roof has long since wash- 
ed away and the hole partially filled 
up, but the Smithsonian people have, 
excavated it. and placed therein a 
ladder. 
We descended and there 


found the only fire place, or rather 
the ruins of one that is to be found 
in the whole cliff city. 
The floor is 


cement and in front of the fire place 
are two rows of holes in the floor, 
six on a side, and the walls are full 
of nitches, each seeming to conform 
with similar places on the opposite 
side. 


This kiva is supposed to have been 


the secret room where the religious 
and 
ceremonial rights 
of 
these 


strange people were performed, and 
a room where but few of the cliff 
dwellers feet ever trod. 


But most wonderful of all is the 


stairway that leads to the top of the 
cliffs. 
Here one gets some idea of 


the ages these people lived here and 
of the multitude which used this 
path, for human feet have worn the 
solid rock to a depth of twelve 
inches, and when you consider that 
this outside rock is not of the soft 
composition of the caves, then you 
have some conception of the age and 
the density of population. 
In one 


place across this path a stone has 
fallen and rather than remove it 
these little men of the cliffs walked 
over it, and on its surface the trail 
was but half as deep. I took a limb 
and raised one side of it and under- 
neath was the old foot-worn path. 


And on each side of the path at the 


steep and difficult places are hand 
holes, where these people helped to 
pull themselves up, little nitches 
worn smooth by the luiman hand, as 
the solid rock was cut deep by bare 
or moccasined feet. 


It is estimated by the Smithsonian 


people that 10,000 people lived on 
the face of this one cliff and that the 
population of the adjoining cliffs and 
on the messas was fully 100,000 peo- 
ple. 


We climbed the cliff, putting our 


patent leathers in the deep worn foot- 
paths and our gloved hands in hand 


•holds, and gained the top. And what 
a sight! 


There in the bright sunshine lay 


the ruins of a great communial dwell- 
jing, one building that once sheltered 
1,200 
people, a human beehive of-.the 


days before history. 
Ages ago this 


'house isil. into ruins, but it has been 
carefully excavated and cleared away, 
and the first story and its walls now 
stand as they did when built. 


The great building reminds one of 


our modern stock yards—-an enclos- 
ure cut up into small pens or rooms 
—each room about 5x10 feet, and 
each communicating with the other 
by a door about three feet high by 
eighteen inches wide—just one great 
beehive with no outside entrances. 
And over one of these doors a piece 
of cedar wood was 'placed at the time 
of the building, as a frame to support 
the 'dobie blocks, and that support 
still • stands through all these ages, 
crumbling with dry rot, tfut surely 
wood yet. 
I broke off a piece of this 


door frame . that some little man 
placed- there 'long before Columbus 
found this country, and I treasure it 
with my other souvenirs. 


From the quantity of the ruins it is 


pretty thoroughly established that 
this building was at least three sto- 
ries high, one great enclosure around 
a court, and with one main entrance, 
or street, which is clearly defined. In 
the center, or court, are many hand- 
some stone relics, grinding stones, 
skinning stones, pieces of pottery, 
and many whose use one can only 
guess at, but plainly fashioned for 
some purpose. 


And just behind this ruin is a bur- 


ial ground, where during the past 
summer the Smithsonian people ex- 
cavated 250 skeletons, and all kinds 
of trinkets and pottery buried with 
them. The graveyard is but partially 
excavated and hundreds of otlier 
skeletons yet sleep there. 


The excavators did not do a very 


thorough job. Some of the skeletons 
they dug up are not complete—nor 
ever will be. I have a part of a rib 
and some finger and hand bones. The 
custodian was not looking, and I was. 


From one of the caves in the cliff 


Mr.. Hoag showed me some leg bones 
he had hidden, the bones both above 
and below the knee, and by compari- 
son they were fully a third shorter 
than my 1910 bones. There are many 
proofs that these dwellers of the 
cliffs were much shorter in stature 
than the Americans of today. 


Further along the messa is the 


ruins of what seems to have been a 
great reservoir, but it might have 
been a fort. 
Its circular walls are 


plainly to be seen, with an opening 
leading to it from the rising ground 
above. 
This opening might have 


been a ditch to bring in water in 
time of floods, or a roadway .to bring 


in the people in time of danger. If 
a reservoir, it is .what I would call a 
work of loose engineering, for should 
it break or overflow there would be 
a Niagara over the cliff homes below, 
and free shower baths for -the dwell- 
ers. 
. 
• 


There must have been great cli- 


matic changes in this thirsty land 
since these thousands of people lived 
here. Today there is not an ounce of 
water to be found anywhere-—just a 
great burned up, heaved up, dried up 
waste. Such a great population must 
have had water and such a population 
could not have subsisted entirely on 
game, for certainly rainfall could not 
have*supplied them with sufficient 
water, nor these mountains with, 
enough game. 


And there is nothing to indicate 


any great calamity or extermination. 
All is in order and whatever the pro- 
cess of extermination was, it must 
have been, slow. 
In the ruins of 


Southern Colorado, I am told that a 
calamity befel the people and that 
the skeletons lie unburied and the 
general confusion everywhere denot- 
ed a sudden end, but on the Puye 
ruins there is absolutely no indication 
of where these thousands of people 
went,, or how they went. 


It is my guess that far back in the 


past ages a great river flowed at the 
bottom of these cliffs, that rainfall 
was plenty, that the inhibitants were 
farmers and that what appears to 
have been a fort or reservoir on top 
of the cliffs was a storehouse for the 
community's grain. 


Where did these strange people go, 


and why did they go? You guess, for 
your guess is as good as any history 
or theory I can find. 


Lummis says they did not disap- 


pear but that their descendants are 
the Pueblo Indians. 


Hewett says this cannot be so, for 


there is too great a difference in the 
heads "of the cliff dwellers' skeletons 
and the present Indians to allow any 
connection or relationship. 


The Pueblos have no traditions, le- 


gends or anything regarding these 
cliff people. 


Old mountaineers will tell you that 


a plague exterminated them; others 
that volcanic fumes stiffled • them at 
one stifle, and so on, but as before 
stated, there is absolutely nothing to 
bear out any change but that of a 
slow order of extermination. 


Over the doors of many homes 


on tjie cliff's face are rock pictures— 
whose meanings I would give much, 
to read—and of some I am sure there 
are meanirgs. 
The sun symbol is 


prominent, and they were no doubt 
sun worshippers, while there are 
many crude drawings representing 
men, 
beasts and birds. One carving 


particularly interested me, as repre- 
senting a heart. 


Over one door was a sun symbol, 


and then at a later time a sort of a 
circle had been cut over it. Whether 
the sun, symbol indicated the resi- 
dent was originally the., presiding 
elder for'~t£e district, and that the 
circle indicated that later on he had 
been appointed a notary public, I am 
not sure.

The Apostle is urging the followers 
of Christ to be <of good courage, or, 
in the language of the Savior, that 
they slhonUd not put their "light un- 
der a txushel, but on a candlestick," 


shine out for the 
wher* it would 
blessing of men. 


There is a practical side to tJte Gos- 


pel. 
Everything enjoined upon the 


followers of Christ and all their try- 
ing experiences in life are wisely in- 
itencfed to work out for -them (charac- 
ter-development- of good, 'fern., fine 
•texture. It is a mistake to tQnink, as 
some of us have thought in 4"he past, 
that it is the will of Gofl that we 
•should merely hear of Christ and 
give a nominal assent to the 'message 
<of his death as our Red-earner and 
turn from outward forms «af sin—and 
then, contented^ with our (progress, 
help others to the' same tow stand^- 
ards. 


The Father Does the Drawing 
Quite to the contrary, the teach- 


ings of Jesus and his Ap»sfles ignore 
the world as a whole and 'merely seek 
for a special class with hearing ears 
and appreciative hearts. 
The Gos- 


pel message set forth in the Bible 
knows nothing of the erSinary mis- 
sion "work of rescuing drunkards and 
harlots and the profane. While not 
refusing publicans and harlots it did 
not go about seeking them. It wait- 
ed for them to seek for righteousness 
and, as the Master said, "No man 
can come unto me except ithe Father 
which sent me draw him-;" "and who- 


A Great Fight of Afflictions 


St. Paul is criticizing some who 


had for quite a time been Christians 
and who had been granted large op 
portunities for growth in grace and 
knowledge. He says to these, "For 
the time ye ought to be teachers, but 
ye need that one teach you again 
which be the first principles of the 
doctrine of Christ." 
They had lost 


the first principles. They had gotten 
entangled with vain philosophies and 
their spirituality was at a low ebb. 
Conditions are very similar today.

St. Paul points out the necessity 


for the Lord's people to assemble 
themselves together for fellowship 
and for the study of his Word and to 
provoke one another to love and good 
works.

of the Truth and been made partak- 
ers of the Holy Spirit is a much 
more serious matter than the same 
conduct would have been before they 
came into the precious relationship of 
spirit-begotten children of God. He 
says, "For if we sin after that we 
have received a knowledge of the 
Truth, there remaineth no more a 
sacrifice for sins, but a certain fearful 
ooking for of condemnation and fiery 
indignation which shall d«wur us as 
God's adversaries" {verses 36, 27)., 


Have we grasped the Inrpcrrt of the 


thought? 
It signifies that those of

We 
do not find that he starlet ta mission 
Sunday School and offered tfihe chil- 
dren the prospects of a picnic ror a 
Sunday School treat, im «ardBr to 
gather them for a half luamrte talk 
about nothing, "To keep them o* the 
street." Neither did he ssxSk caut the 
drunkards in the slums anfl estaMish 
a slum mission. On the contrary .he 
sought the ear of the intelligent o'lass- 
es, the thinking classes, irresrpeeti.ve 
of their wealth or station. 
"Why? 


Because he had a message—a mes- 
sage which children could not ambler- 
stand; a message which drnnfcards, 
were incapacitated from understand- 
ing; a message which should appeal, 
if at all, to the best people of Athens, 
"whether rich or poor. 


Have we not had, to a considerable 


extent, the wrong idea? 
Are we 


•wiser than the Lord and the Apostles 
and able to give them pointers as to 
•methods instead of following their 
example, as we were instructed to 
do? 
They proclaimed the Second 


Coming of Messiah and the establish- 
ment of his Kingdom. They preach- 
ed that the very object of his Reign 
of Righteousness 
for a thousand 


years will be the putting down of sin 
In its every form and the lifting up of 


present life and our 


future hope. These thoraglits should 
make very earnest, very diligent, all 
who have accepted Christ and been 
accepted by him. 


Nevertheless Be Not Discouraged 
These things were written, not only 


for the Hebrew Christians of St. 
Paul's day, but intended Try the Holy 
Spirit for all the householG of faith. 
We should not rock omrselves to 
sleep, nor give to each other opiates. 
While the world is not yet «m trial for 
eternal life, the Church, is now being 
tested—for life or death eternal. 
The thought should sober tas. As the 
Apostle suggests, "Be diligent, be 
sober," be faithful, following in the 
footsteps of Jesus. 


But St. Paul or, rather, (the Holy 


Spirit through him, took oagnizance 
of the fact that the Lord's people are 
in a world that is "no friend to grace 
to help them on to God." The Apos- 
tle recognized that we might 'become 
discouraged with our own fauJtts and 
weaknesses 
Hence, after earnestly 


exhorting to faithfulness and energy 
and after pointing out the dangers of 
slothfulness arid, of being over-c"harg 
ed with the cares of this life and the 
deceitfulness of riches and thus los 
ing the spirit of Christ, he turns 


ng supplies to those at the front, etc. 
Vnd so it is in the army of the Lord; 
Jesus is the Captain of all those who 
voluntarily enlist as soldiers of the 
cross to battle against sin, especially 
in themselves—fighting a "good fight 
of faith" and overcoming the spirit 
of the world which surges all about 
them, threatening to overwhelm them 
as New Creatures in Christ. 


St. Paul intimates a strong perse- 


cution, openly manifested by the 
worldly-spirited, Satan-deceived peo- 
ple of God. He says, "Ye 'endured a 
great fight of afflictions, partly whilst 
ye were made a gazing stock both by 
reproaches and afflictions and partly 
whilst ye became companions of them 
that were so used. For ye. had com- 
passion of me in my bonds, and too'k 
joyfully the spoiling of your goods" 
(verses 32-34). 
v 


St. Paul and others 
prominent 


amongst the Lord's followers natural- 
ly would receive the brunt of Satan's 
attacks. 
It is presumed that the 


Epistle of which our text is a part 
was written while St. Paul was a pris- 
oner at Rome. Fellow Jews, so far 
from being sympathetic for a coun- 
tryman, reproached him as a traitor, 
unorthodox, seeking to tear down the 
work of God and to ignore the Divine 
promises 
belonging to Israel and 


their sacred traditions. By the Ro- 
mans, too, he was regarded with sus- 
picion, as one giving allegiance to 
another King, Jesus, and not there- 
fore disposed to use his Roman citi- 
zenship specially for the pride and 
glory of the Empire. 
St. Paul de- 


poor, fallen humanity. They taught 
that there was danger of attempting 
to make a proselyte and really doing 
more harm than good thereby. They 
taught that the special work to which 
God's people are now commissioned 
as ministers or servants of Christ is 
the proclaiming of the Gospel—"the 
Good Tidings of the Kingdom"— 
not the proclaiming of eternal tor- 
ment nor the attempt to drive the 
world of mankind from sin through 
fear. 
They taught that the work of 


this present Age is the selection from 
amongst mankind of the Bride class, 
to be Messiah's associates 
in his 


Kingdom, for the blessing of all the 
world. 
It ia this message of the 


goodness of God that our text de- 
clares should be proclaimed with 
courage, with boldness, with out- 
spokenness.

are all the provisions of our God for 
those who now hear his call and seek 
to walk in Jesus' steps! To these he 
guarantees that every experience of 
life which his providence shall per- 
mit shall work for good, for blsssing, 
for valuable experience and educa- 
tion along lines of righteousness and 
character-development.

these he (intends shortly to grant to
